■ Get a piece of fair, average clay or loam 
land, not rich bottom ; hill land is prefer¬ 
able and if it slopes gently to the south or 
south-east, so much the better. Plow thor¬ 
oughly as if for corn, then bed up with the 
plow 3i feet wide, running beds in such 
direction as to give good drainage ; then 
plant with strawberries in February or 
March. 

The kinds to plant are Hoffman, Haver- 
land, Parker Earle, Crescent, with Mitch¬ 
ell’s as fertilizers, and for late, Gandy. In 
other parts of the South the improved 
Wilson’s Albany is highly recommended 
and should be tried here. 

Work with the plow, following with the 
hoe, during the months of May, June and 
July ; then let the grass take them to pro¬ 
tect in winter and to keep the berries clean, 
plowing round the patch after frost to keep 
fire from running over them. 

One hundred bushels of strawberries per 
acre is a fair yield, although some varieties 
in favorable seasons have borne more than 
twice as many. From $100 to $300 profit 
is made per acre on this fruit. This crop 
can hardly fail to pay largely in excess of 
cotton or corn. 

Grapes are a fruit naiive to this section ? 

and soroe of the improved varieties, such 
as Concord, Ives, Worden, Wyoming, Ni¬ 
agara, etc., can be profitably grown here, 
and are of most delicious flavor.

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Peaches are also a profitable crop and 
grow to perfection and always find a ready 
market. Very few, if any, are raised yet 
in this county for shipment, and this 
branch of horticulture offers an inviting 
field for investment. 

A grower, whose experience has ex¬ 
tended over the United States, says this is 
a natural home for the peach, growing with 
less care and labor than in any other 
locality, and of even finer quality than in 
California, and bringing a fair crop in 
three years from a two year stock. 

It is also a natural plum country, even 
the wild plums being very fine. The Japan 
(Bolcin) is one of the finest cultivated 

varieties. Fifty of these trees planted 
from two year old stock, in the third year 
brought the nice little revenue of $350. 

Pears also are a prolific and profitable 
crop, and do best on bottom land, living 
there without blight. 

All small berries thrive better in the 
bottom land, returning a rich reward in 
luscious and abundant fruit to the careful 
grower. 

Raspberries, especially black caps, Palm¬ 
er’s being one of the heaviest bearers, do 
w r ell here, and the berries stand shipment 
well, and bring good prices in northern 
markets. 

Currants and gooseberries grow ^xur- 
antly, especially on bottom land, and help 
swell the profits and luxuries of life in this 
favored land. 

Blackberries, such as Early Harvest,

realized on this crop, with as little trouble 
as in any other fruit. 

Apples have been somewhat neglected, 
as they require greater care and skill in 
culture. But a leading grower of Gamp 
county says that with proper care, apples 
will do as well here as in any other section 
of the world, and will pay better than 
almost any other crop, since always in good 
demand at profitable prices, hardly ever 
falling below $5.00 per barrel. An apple 
orchard of proper varieties, carefully set, 
each tree guarded by a wire screen, 18 in. 
high, around the trunk to protect from 
rabbits and mice, judiciously cultivated, 
would prove a bonanza of luxury and profit 
to its owner. 

Gardening here is a delight. The genial 
spring, the responsive soil, the seasonable 
rains, need only the planted and cultivated 
seed to overwhelm the gardener with the 
wealth of each season’s delicacies Two 
crops of many varieties are often raised, 
and even the Texas market not fully sup¬ 
plied. 

Think of watermelons, canteloupes, pea¬ 
nuts, Irish and sweet potatoes, tomatoes, 
cucumbers, green peas, cabbage, onions, 
cauliflowers, asparagus, celery, beans, 
sw r eet corn, etc. grown here to perfection, 
and which can be put into northern mar¬ 
kets at from one to two months earlier 
then they can be produced in the North. 

Here, too, trees of the nut bearing 
varieties, such as black walnut, the pecan 
and hickory nut, flourish, and on the 
cheap lands of the county would be im¬ 
mensely profitable.

TEXAS. 
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TEXAS IN BRIEF. 

T EXAS is supposed to have derived its 
name from a small tribe of Indians of 
the village Tehas.on the Neches, signifying 
“friend ” In 1680, La Salle, the great 
French’ explorer, penetrated this immense 
southwestern country. On the part of the 
Spanish, Alonzo de Leon, made the first 
attempt to settle Texas, and in 1691, a gov¬ 
ernor and troops were sent here by Spain. 
La Salle called the country Louisiana, for 
Louis XIV. The Spaniards named it New 

Philippines, in honor of Philip V. San An¬ 
tonio, the oldest European settlement in 
Texas, was founded in 1693 ; Goliad and 
Nacogdoches in 1717. The foundation of 
the Alamo was laid in 1744, and was denom- 
inated a mission. 

Prior to 1820, Texas was ruled by gov- 
ernors. In 1823, Stephen F Austin arrived 
with colonists, when the Mexican States 
of Coabuila and Texas were constituted 
one government, with their capital at 
Saltillo. Complaints of failure by these to 
the Mexican government finally eventuated 
in the revolution of 1835. On March 2, 
1836 , Texas declared itself a free and moc- 
pendent government, adopting a constitu¬ 
tion on the 17th of the same month, lhe 
first president was David G. Burnet. Gen. 
Sam Houston was made commander-in- 
chief, of the Texas forces, and after terrible 
fights and struggles, the heroic band, only 
one-third in number of their enemies, 
gained the decisive battle of San Jacinto, 
6n April 21, 1836. Texas’s annexation to 
the United States took place in 1845. lhe 
State seceded from tbe Union February 1, 
1861. In 1870, it was re-admitted.

BILLS AND NOTES. 

The liability of a drawer or endorser of a 
bill of exchange, and endorser of a promis¬ 
sory note may be fixed by protest or by suit 
atthe first term of the court without protest 
or by suit at the second term by showing 
<mod cause why suit was not brought at 
first term after right of action accrued. 

An assignee of a bill may bring suit in 
his own name. 

EXEHPTIQNS. 

Homestead of a Family— In city, town 
or village shall consist of lot or lots not 
exceeding in value, $5000 at the time of 
their designation as the homestead, irre¬ 
spective of the value of the improvements 
thereon. The business homestead is the 
building or part of building where the head 
of a family exercises his business or calling. 

Not in town or city, shall consist of not 
more than 200 acres of land which may be 
in one or two parcels with the improve¬ 
ments thereon. All household and kitchen 
furniture. Any lot or lots in a cemetary 
held for the purpose of sepulture. All im¬ 
plements of husbandry. All tools, appa- 
tus and books belonging to any trade or 
profession. The family library and all 
family portraits and pictures. Five milch 
cows and their calves.

On all open accounts when no 
rate is fixed by the parties, interest sha 
be allowed at the rate of six per cent, 
per annum from the first day of January 
after the same are made. The parties to 
any written contract may agree to and 
stipulate for any rate of interest not exceed¬ 
ing ten per cent, per annum. 


LIENS. 

Judgments properly indexed operate as a 
lien upon real estate when entered upon 
the judgment record in the county clerks 
office of the county where the land lies 
and for ten years thereafter, if not so en.

^Mechanics, Contractors, etc: Anyone 
furnishing labor or material has a lien on 
the property for the same. The lien of an 
original contractor must be filed wi 
four months after indebtedness shall have 
accrued ; all others thirty days. Written 
notice must be given owner or his agent ot 
material furnished. If on homestead, writ¬ 
ten contract signed and acknowledged by 
husband and wife and recorded is an essen¬ 
tial prerequisite to fixing the lien. 

All mortgage liens of personal property 
(chattel mortgages) to be valid against 
creditors and subsequent purchasers in 
good faith must be registered or be fol¬ 
lowed by an actual ami continued change 
of possession. All mortgage liens on real 
estate (deeds of trust) must be recorded in 
the county clerk’s office of the county 
where the land lies; in a book kept for that 
purpose. Tlie vendor of real estate retains 
an impdied lien in note for the payment
